Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants urge that WO patent discloses obtaining isolated lactones 
from Inula britannica and these lactones are different from the lactone of the claims. Also the WO patent does not 
disclose using an extract but purifies the compounds from the extract. In regard to Zhou et al Applicants acknowledge 
that the lactone isolated from Inula britannica is the lactone required by the claims. However, Applicants urge that 
Zhou et al does not suggest treating cancer with this lactone as required by the claims. Examiners pointed out that 
prior art will be further examined to determine if it is obvious to administer the extract from Inula britannica to treat 
cancer and whether or not this extract will inherently contain this compound. Examiners stated they will reconsider the 
merits of the case and determine whether the prior art would suggest administering an extract of Inula britannica rather 
than the isolated lactones from the plant.. 
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
